A t the park great Interest centers in the 
magnificent collection of Monde 1 live-stock 
there gathered, the like of which has never 
been witnessed on this coast, and has 
rarely, if ever, been seen anywhere. The 
ti* st grand parade of stock w ill tako place 
on Saturday m orning next, when an op­ 
portunity will be aribrded all to fee for 
themselves In what extent the breeding of 
fine stock in California lias attained. 
TUE PAY (LION DECORATIONS. 
It is worthy of rem ark that exhibitors to 
our annual fair are im proving in their ex­ 
hibits of their various wares, showing that 
the art of ornamental design is now becom­ 
ing appreciated by tlie public, by the m an­ 
ufacturer. consum er and producer of all 
the innum erable appliances ot modern life. 
A few years ago the application of the line 
arts to the useful arts was scarcely thought 
of, but at the present day a beginning has 
been made, the question agitated, and a 
m arked im provem ent can now be seen on 
every hand, and more will he seen as our 
schools of design are patronized. O ur ex­ 
hibits are now arranged in good taste, and 
will readily bear comparison with Eastern 
exhibitions. 
In connection with this suhject m ention 
may be m ade of the present decorations of 
our m am m oth 
Exhibition 
building, a 
structure very difficult to work out in the 
decorator’s art, on account of its great bight 
and num erous intersecting iron rods. 
Yet 
it has been successfully done by our well- 
known decorator and fellow townsman 
George Boyne. The view from the entrance 
is very fine. Num erous stream ers of vari­ 
ous hues a re ‘gracefully curved ironi large 
national banners suspended from the ceil­ 
ing rods, and under which are hung large 
silver stars. Over the music stand, and in 
m id-air, are lines of signal Hags in diam ond 
shape; 
in the center of these is a na­ 
tional colored canopy, to which are at­ 
tached an im m ense circle of streamers, 
which add greatly to the appearance of the 
structure. 
In four lines over the galleries 
are suspended large circlets of parachute 
form, in draperies of red, white, blue and 
flittering stars. The west end of the build­ 
ing is ornamented with a cluster of national 
Hags surm ounting a large eagle and shield, 
and banners of foreign nations in rear of 
American emblems. The east end is deco­ 
rated with a large painting representing 
our national colors, supported by Industry 
and Liberty, reclining on a pedim ent in­ 
scribed, “ California Agricultural Society, 
1S8G," on a gold ground, under which is 
the motto, in silver, “ Industry Brings 
Blenty.” 
This rests on pillars" covered 
with stars, the jianels of which are decora­ 
ted with scroll work and shells. 
The entrance to the Directors and Secre­ 
tary's olfices on the lower floor show a tine 
piece of decoration work. Two large gilt 
vases rest on the gallery, from which are 
represented glittering and natural palms. 
There are four columns, in red, white, blue 
and gold, on which are painted Japanese 
peach blossoms. From these are draped 
iace work and curtains, and two cupids are 
seen carrying the shield of California. The 
gallery railing is covered with crimson and 
gold cloth, on which are suspended at in ­ 
tervals gilt and blue banners, moss, wreaths» 
and shields. 
T he m ain or higher gallery railing has 
been covered and enriched this year in a 
novel design of drapery, which adds very 
much to the efle«t of the scene. The 
ground work is crimson cloth with broad 
iriuge, on which are large circular fun-like 
drapery of white and blue, trim m ed with 
yellow. 
In the center of each is a deco­ 
rative gilt rosette. T his extends allro u n d 
the building, and is in good contrast with 
the rest of the decorations of national col­ 
ors, banners and signal flags. The south 
hall is ornam ented with Hags and banners 
of beautiful design. 
Under the center is 
inscribed the lin ts: 
“ There's nothing of wisdom, labor, or worth, 
But hard-listed labor has been at its birth.' 
The north ball and picture gallery is also 
ornamented with a group of national and 
California Hags. 
From these are arranged 
banners bearing mottoes, and among others 
is one inscribed, “ Labor om nia vineit.”

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The A rt Gallery is a strong attraction. 
Tt is m ore varied and original than in any 
preceding year. T hat is, there >s greater 
versatility displayed, and the pictures w ith 
two exceptions are studio pictures—the 
two from the brush of Nahl alone being 
the exception. 
A new feature in the A rt Gallery also is 
the special exhibition ot sam ple work of 
tbe pupils of the «Sacramento School of 
Design in the 1-1. II. Crocker Art Gallery, 
and which was founded and is m aintained 
by tbe California Museum Association. 
Out of about 150 fieehand charcoal and 
crayon free-hand drawings, GO are shown 
of pupils who have had but six m onths in­ 
struction. 
Tbe evidence of rem arkable 
progress is patent to even the least cultured 
critic. The exhibits are placed upou both 
sides of twenty-seven feet of screens, rising 
seventeen feet and covered by drapery 
overhanging a shelf running the entire 
length, on which is placed a large variety 
of stuifed birds from tbe Museum Asso­ 
ciation’s collection. 
Seven long show­ 
cases surround tho art exhibit, and in these 
are some .'00 curios, botanical, m ineral- 
ogical, antiquarian, and a great variety of 
other articles selected at random from the 
cabinets of the Museum Association. They 
will well repay for ar» hour's exam ination. 
There are some very interesting articles 
shown, and not one which is devoid of in­ 
terest. 
A four-page circular is furnished 
to all visitors, containing a portrait of Mrs. 
M argaret K. Crocker and a tine view of the 
E. B. Crocker Art Gallery, together with 
information concerning the M useum Asso­ 
ciation and the School of Design. The 
whole exhibit is unique, tasty, attractive 
and lull of interest, and adds a new and 
very interesting feature to tbe fuir. 
To those w ho find it impossible to give 
all the lim e needed to an exhaustive exam ­ 
ination of the Art Gallery, we would sug­ 
gest especial setting apart of some tim e to 
thestudy of leading pictures. ‘ Yellowstone 
Canyon,” by Thom as Hill, is a rem arkable 
picture in all respects, and for boldness of 
treatm ent, distance effects and vividness of 
color, especially noticeable. It is a work 
of superb character and deserves far more 
extensive notice than we can give. 
Narjot’s *• Trial of I’aris,” a decidedly

achievement. It capitally tells the story 
ot tbe golden apple in a wholly new way. 
Sutter's Fort in L-riG and in 18M5, two 
striking pictures by Norton Bush, espec­ 
ially strong in sky effect, accurate in draw ­ 
ing. The two pieces do Mr. Bush great 
credit, and arc landscapes o f m ore than 
usual prominence. 
“ Portrait of ¡His M other,” by C. J. 
Carlson, Instructor in 
the Sacram ento 
School of Design. A superb piece, and to 
our idea the best portrait shown. 
Its 
strong relief, fine drawing, repose, excel­ 
lence in color, the air of ease and the 
naturalness of the figure m ake a rem ark­ 
ably tine art work. 
“ The Great Falls of the Snake liiver,” 
bv V,'. i \ Jackson, Instructor in the Sacra­ 
ment.) School of Design. This is a picture 
tbat instantly commands attention on en­ 
tering the gallery. 
It is Mr. Jackson s best 
effort, if wo may judge. In color and per­ 
spective it testifies to high excellence in 
draw ing and fine taste. The mist rising 
out of the plunging waters anti through the 
rolling clouds of which the light gleams, 
is one of the best art effects in the galh-rv. 
It is a work in which the artist can take 
pride and subm it to rigid criticism.

“ Looking Down the Grand Canyon of 
(lie Yellowstone,” by W. F. Jackson, of 
Sacramento, is a new piece, and that comes 
into strong comparison w ith H ill’s great 
piece on the opposite wall ■ -n the same 
general subject. 
It is praise for it to say 
that it bears the contrast and proves itself a 
strong work. 
“ Mount Chimborazo,” by Norton Bush, 
is one of the finest of his tropical pieces, i:i 
which line lie excels. 
It is a landscape of 
striking beauty, and its delicacy of color 
and its warm th and finish entitle it to close 
consideration. 
Two fruit pieces by Deakin, on the north 
wall, attract much attention, aud are espe­ 
cially good works by an accomplished 
artist. 
Thom as H ill’s “ Galloway C attle” is an 
anim al piece very strong and bold. It is 
certainly the best anim al life presented in 
tbe entire collection, and is fully up It. the 
high reputation of H ill's palette) 
On tbe west wall is a large collection of 
free-hand drawings and oil paintings by 
Miss A m anda A ustin, of high excellence 
and that comm and attention. They re­ 
dound to the credit of the artist and testify 
to her tine artistic perception, cultured taste 
and skill. 
A collection of oil paintings by C. J. 
Carlson, on the west wall, comm ands criti­ 
cism. They are num erous, and among 
them all we scarcely know which to desig­ 
nate as the most superior. They add to 
Mr. Carlson’s unquestioned reputation as 
an artist. 
The two great paintings by Nahl need no 
rem ark further tlian to invite leisurely at­ 
tention to them . They tell their own 
stoiy. The artist proved his quality in 
their execution, and it is confessed in the 
proving verdict of every spectator. 
An interesting feature of the exhibits at 
the pavilion is the line and extensive dis­ 
play of agricultural im plements and m a­ 
chinery in the annex. 
In the display of 
Baker A* Ham ilton are to he seen—ail of 
California make, at the Benicia Agricult­ 
ural Works—Young’sCom bined Harvester, 
which cuts from twelve to twenty-four 
feet in width, and capacity from "ten to 
sixty tons of sacked arain per day: portable 
engines, barley grinders and rollers, head­ 
ers cutting from eight to sixteen feet aud 
having lorty-incii draper; 
Eureka gang 
plows, steel plows with wood and iron 
frames and beams, and of all kinds and 
sizes; som ething new in shape of four-gang 
ten-inch plow with steel beams, named 
*’ Perfect;” field and garden 
cultivators 
with from one to five feet spread, garden 
and field harrows cutting one to twenty 
feet in width, and both of iron and wood 
frames: seed sowers, store and grain trucks, 
garden barrows, spring wagons and buck- 
boards. Also extended display ol imported 
implem ents from tbc East, consisting of 
Bronson’s 
Pitt 
separators, H all’s bean 
thresher, Buckeye mowers and reapers, 
Tiger mowers and rakes, Tiger-Hollings- 
wortli rakes, broadcast sowers, field -and 
garden grain drills, harrows, wood and 
iron frames; Climax disk harrows, horse 
hoes and cultivators, chilled and steel 
plows, wagons, etc., etc.

It («'.inspiring to behold, amid 
these grave difficulties, the resumption of the 
business life o f our citizens, and the quenchless 
faith of our people iu the future.

•Viten the disagreement began between 
.he two Houses of the legislature relative 
to adjournm ent, and which led the Uov- 
•mor to interpose and assert his power to 
flechare th e Legislature adjourned, the 
>Ai'('<mr>-í'.vtoN', in its review of the pro- 
•cedings up to the failure to agree upon a 
: m ciirrcnt resolution, said th at the next 
s'.ej» in Parliam entary usage should he the 
appointm ent of Committees of Conference, 
ft’ the confreres failed to agree, or the 
Houses 11 concur m an agreem ent by them, 
•lien, all legislative methods having been 
exhausted, the Executive could properly 
. a ’.ervene. 
And until there had been such 
exhaustion of methods, we doubted w hether 
the power of the Governor could he pro- 
e ted into the question. 
W e have not 
3>en any reason to dismiss these doubts 
T his method of reaching final disagree- 
x nt was not availed of, and though the 
senate was finally adjourned by the decla­ 
ration of its official head, in accordance 
w ith the proclamation of the Governor, 
‘here rem ained the doubt, and it will re­ 
main, th at there was not such absolute 
• ml final disagreement as the Constitution 
ontemplates. 
W hatever of vitality and 
/irtu e there may l>e in this doubt, we be- 
iieve it to be sufficient to cripple legisla­ 
tion subsequent to the reconvening of the 
House'- ; to render it uncertain, and to lie 
creative ef litigation. 
It may lie said, pos­ 
sibly, that the Executive judgm ent that 
there wits disagreement finally determined 
'h e question, and th at the Courts will re­ 
fuse to go behind i t ; or, th at the acquies­ 
cence of th e Houses, the failure to protest, 
etc., and the reassembling, condoned and 
cured any error of the procedure. 
Never­ 
theless, doubt will remain, and the m atter 
lm the more involved now th at three Sena­ 
tors have entered th eir w ritten protest 
against the renewed session, claim ing it to 
he no lawful assembling of the Houses. 
It 
is very unfortunate th at the m atter should 
have taken tlii.- turn. T he need for specific 
legislation is great, and the desire that 
some compensation for the cost of the extra 
session should 1* realized, is universal. 
But, under all the circumstances, it would 
seem th at any enactm ents put upon the 
statute book will he open to such objections 
as can onlv he settled by litigatisn. 
T his 
being the case, it becomes a serious ques­ 
tion whether it would not he the part of 
wisdom for the Legislature to adjourn sine 
tie, and leave to the incoming !>ody soon 
o he assembled, and to be elected upon 
platforms recognizing the irrigation qucs- 
ion, the settlem ent of llmt im portant 
m atter.

THE SACRAMENTO. 


Good Effect of the Stoppage of H ydraulic 
.Mining. 
The Sacramento river now registers hut 7 
feet 10 inches, ami it is not apt to reach a 
much lower stage, though it m ay fall two 
or 
three 
inches. 
Showing the 
good 
results of the cessation of hydraulic m in­ 
ing, attention may be called to the fact that 
last season the stream, alter the m iddle of 
August, was scarcely navigable to Sacra­ 
mento by tbe passenger steamers, and the 
grain-carrying steamers and barges had 
great trouble above the city, and got stuck 
in the draw of the Sacramento and Yolo 
bridge nearly every' trip down, not only de­ 
laying them but interfering with the cross­ 
ing of trains, teams and pedestrians. 
So 
far this year the San Fi-ancisco boats have 
m et with no detention from sand-bars. At 
one place, at the lower portion of tbe river 
front, tbe water is shallow close to shore, 
but it has not become troublesome. Coming 
down with her barge Monday, the steamer 
San Joaquin No. 3 found a bar above 
Bryte's, upon which the barge stuck and 
remained fast over niglit, until another 
barge went up from the city to lighter her. 
Yesterday the Dover's barge m et with a 
like experience at the same place. For 
some tim e past the San Joaquin Com­ 
pany’s steamers have had trouble at Salmon 
Bend, well up the river, and a barge has 
been stationed there for use as a lighter, 
thus causing the detention, when a barge 
grounded, to be for but a short time. 
It 
may be that before rain falls the obstruc­ 
tions to navigation will increase ; but tbe 
improvem ent this year over tbe last few 
years is very encouraging, indicating that 
the river may soon wash the debris out of 
its channels, and in course of tim e return 
to its natural condition. Certain it is, the 
people of Sacramento are getting clearer 
water from the river than they have for a 
score of years.

H e claimed there was n o w an d 
always has been greater harm ony between 
employers and the men engaged in brew­ 
ing than in any other industry. The re­ 
port of the Board of Trustees reviews the 
prohibition question in Kansas and Iowa, 
and attempts :tt legislation on tbe subject 
elsewhere. The joint report of the Vigi­ 
lance and Publication Commiltecs states 
that during the past year the Publication 
Committee caused to be prepared, printed 
and distributed an aggregate of 45,000 
copies of addresses and essays intended to 
influence public opinion favorably to the 
brewers interested. 
The 
report 
a d d s: 
"D uring the past year m any applications 
for documents have been received front per­ 
sons living in Georgia and Virginia. From 
our correspondents in these States we learn 
that the success of the prohibition move­ 
m ent is m ainly due to a desire on the part 
of the ruling party (Democrats) to keep 
the colored 
population 
w ithin certain 
moral bounds. 
It is claimed that for the 
exclusively white population the Southern 
Democrats would not dream of passing 
such laws. Discussion of the question of 
the basis of personal and industrial liberty 
was entirely impossible. 
Such logic is 
beyond 
our comprehension. 
To us it 
seems that tbe greater depravit.v of tbe 
population, the greater tbe need of control.

N ew M e tro p o lita n T h e a te r .

the Fenmau,” was the play 
Palmer's superb Madison Square Company 
resented last night. 
It is by all odds the 
strongest drama yet given by this large 
troupe. 
It introduced still another brill­ 
iant artist, Miss Caroline Hill, whose tine 
personation of a deceived wife and faithful 
mother was an emotional work of the 
highest order. Since the day years ago, 
when the Union Square Company, with 
Charles K. Thom e at its head, appeared 
here in " The DanichelFs," there has been 
no such strong and splendidly equipped 
company in Sacramento. 
It is a treat to 
witness its performances, such as the appre­ 
ciative 
of 
line 
dramatic 
work 
enjoy 
only rarely outside of metropolitan cities of 
great population. 
It is never wise to re­ 
proach the public. That impersonal body 
is not to be criticised with impunity. 
Put 
it may be permitted to call attention to the 
fact, that very much depeuds upon the suc­ 
cess of the 
present engagement as to 
whether in the future we are to be favored 
with visitations by companies, the per­ 
formers of which elevate the drama, retine 
the taste, and remove reproach from the 
stage. 
It has over and again been said 
that 
1 :.e managers are blameworthy for 
putting trash upon the stage, and stocking 
¡I with appeals to low tastes. 
To this they 
have refilled, “ We present that which the 
public reward by patronage.'’ 
When, 
therefore, 
the 
managers 
give 
the 
public excellence and 
present dramas 
that 
rise 
superior 
to 
the 
charges 
referred to, if the public does not support 
them by patronage, we must expect to re­ 
turn to the lower levels. Sacramento has 
now two fine houses. The Metropolitan is 
a delight to the eye and a comfort to the 
body. A ll that money and architectural 
and scenic skill can do has been done to 
make the house a fitting casket for the bet­ 
ter drama. The attendance last evening, 
however, was discouraging both to the 
actors and managers, and goes far toward 
verifying their prediction that the public 
prefer burlesque, burnt cork and the spec­ 
tacular. 
We do not believe it, and shall 
not yield ttie point without further evi­ 
dence.

W hen the roll was callw l fifty-five 
m em bers responded to th eir nam es, an d the 
others were all granted leave ot absence. 
Deveny of the Com m ittee on Mileage offered 
n resolution allow ing m em bers anil attaches 
m ileage from th eir hom es to the Capitol for this 
second assem bling of th e ex tra session. 
Lr. May, who heretofore has been th e father 
of nearly every proposition to raid the treasury, 
stood aghast at this attem pt to farth er deplete 
the people's coin. 
He even w ent so far as to 
state th a t he did not th in k the m em bers o f the 
Assembly had a legal right to th e $25 w hich 
they had voted them selves for stationery, 
lie 
h ad voted, how ever, for th at, had received and 
spent the m oney, but if he could find a friend 
w ho w ould loan him th a t am ount lie would pay 
it back. T hey had now draw n $25 tw ice, th e ir 
m ileage tw ice, and he thought it about tim e to 
cry halt. They had done the best they could as 
legislators, but th e ir w ork had not been a p ­ 
proved by th e people. They had better leave 
the sm all am ou -t o f State funds left and go 
hom e. 
M cJunkin said they were ju st as m uch en ­ 
titled to m ileage now as they were at the first of 
the session—they hud been called together by 
the Governor. If there was any blam e to be 
attached to any one let it- lie w here it belongs, 
w ith th e Executive. 
Lord said he was glf.d to see a repentant sin­ 
n er returning at th e eleventh hour. 
He was 
glad to hear the good doctor from Sun Francisco 
say th at he felt com punctious in regard to his 
taking that >25 in coin, ostensibly lor stam ps, 
but in reality for pocket change, lie w as of th e 
opinion long ago th at the Legislature had 
ceased to be of service to the State. lie thought 
it was high tim e for them to leave th is field of 
th e ir inglorious defeat and retire to the hom es 
from w hich they cam e. 
He was opposed to the 
proi»osed steal. 
W atson of A lam eda said he took th e §25 re­ 
ferred to because he thought it legally his. 
He 
was opposed to the ex tra m ileage unless this 
could be called the th ird ex tra session. 
Davis of Sacram ento said he was not a candi­ 
date for re-election, consequently not so tender­ 
footed as some of the m em bers. 
He took the 
§25 and w ould have taken §5o—if he could have 
got it. He thought the m em bers should not 
take th eir m ileage. 
" Do as Jones and 1 did, 
donate it to th e btate." (Davis' m ileage am ounts 
to 10 cents.) 
G oucher said h e w as in favor of th e resolution. 
He was a candidate for office but he would like 
to be able to get back hom e and he could see no 
way of doing so unless th is m ileage was given. 
We have, he added* as m uch rig h t to m ileage 
now as we had iu Jan u ary , 1SG3, or in July last. 
The session had w recked him financially. 
He 
contended th a t this was th e th ird assem bling o f 
th e Legislature. 
Jones said it m ight be w ell to draw upon the 
State for m oney sufficient to pay the members* 
hotel bills au u allow them to enjoy them selves 
at th e races, but sugg- sted th a t it was " not in 
good taste to try to hog it all." 
This was not an 
ex tra-ex tra session. T he jo u rn al o f tbe last day 
was read on the reassem bling as th a t o f th e pre­ 
ceding day. There was no reorganization in 
any way ; it was not th e beginning of an ex tra 
session : the m em bers w ere not entitled to the 
m ileage, aud none knew it better th an did they 
them selves. 
He appealed to the. R epublican 
m em bers upon the lloor o f the House not to go 
011 record in such a base and dishonest move­ 
m ent to filch money from the State Treasury. 
Dr. May said, excitedly, th a t th e State Con­ 
troller was too good a m an to draw such w ar­ 
rants, even if th e Assembly did authorize him to 
do so.

State of California, at its Tw enty-sixth

thereof, proposed th e follow ing am endm ent of 
Sections One, Eight, T en an d E leven of A rticle 
T hirteen, of th e C onstitution o f th e Slate of 
C alifornia: 


A M E N D M E N T N U M B E R O N E . 


S e c t io n 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exem pt u nder the law s of the 
U nited States, shall be tax ed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided by law. 
T he word property, as used in th is article and 
section, is hereby declared to include m oneys,

credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
o th er m atters an d things, real, personal and 
m ixed, capable of private ow nership; provided, 
th at grow ing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as m ay belong to 
th e U nited States, th is State, or any county or 
m unicipal corporation w ithin th is State, shall 
be exem pt from taxation. G rowing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deem ed to be a n d shall be 
assessed aud taxed as a part of th e realty; and, 
provided furpit r, th a t railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten of th is article; and, 
provided further, th a t th e Legislature m ay pro­ 
vide for th e exem ptiou from taxation ot snips 
an d vessels ow ned and registered or enrolled m 
th is State, or m ay tax such ships an d vessels on 
th eir gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. T he Legislature m ay also provide, 
except iu case of credits secured by m ortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents ot this State. 
Double taxation in any fora^ is prohibited. 


Sec. 8. The Legislature shall, by law .req u ire 
eacli taxpayer in this State to m ake and deliver 
to th e County Assessor, annually, a statem ent 
u n d er oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
erty, real and personal, except railroad property, 
as defined iu .Section Ten of th is article, owned 
oy such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
his control, a t tw elve o’clock meridian* ou tbe 
tiist M onday in M arch. 


Sec. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, snail be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, tow n, tow n­ 
ship, or district iu w hich it is situated, in the 
m an n er provided by law . 
Every corporation 
and person ow ning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in th is State, shall, on or 
before th e first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State T reasurer an an n u al ta x of tw o and 
a h a lf per cent upon the grass earnings, earned 
v/ithiu th i- State, of such railroad, for tire year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of Decem ber 
n ex t preceding, w hich tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State an d county taxes upon th e fran­ 
chise, business, rig h t of way, roadw ay, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, w hen op­ 
erated as a p art of Mien railroad, and upon the 
shares o f th e cap ital stock, and upon th e m ort­ 
gage-, deeds of trust, contracts or o th er obliga­ 
tion by w hich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person snail be assessed and taxed 
as o th er property is assessed and taxed 
The 
gross an n u al eariiings earned d u rin g th e year 
ending on th e thirty-first day oi D ecem ber hurt 
preceding, of all railroads, shall b§. annually, 
oefore th e firstd a v o f May thereafter, ascertained 
an d declared by th e State Board o f Equalization, 
u nder such rules and regulations as m ay be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, th a t 
the Legislature m ay at any tim e pass law s pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
w here railroads are situated p artly w ithin this 
State a n d partly w ithout this State, th e gross aa- 
n u al earnings ’thereof shall be ascertained and 
determ ined by ta k in g : 


Fir*i- The gross earnings w hich, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
w ithin this State. 


.Second—T he gross earnings w hich, during the 
sam e year, have been earned partly w ithin this 
State and partly w ithout th is otate, w hich .shall 
be ascertained by apportioning such earnings 
betw een this State and o th er Sta’es or T errito­ 
ries, in th e proportion w hich the num ber of 
m iles of such railroad situated in th is State, and 
used in m aking such earnings, bears to**he 
w hole num ber of m iles thereof, by the use of 
w hich such earnings have been m ade. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall l>e added to th e earnings m ade wholly 
w ithin the State, and the total th u s obtained 
shall be taken and deem ed to be th e gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
m ent and taxation. For every purpose o f th it 
section, except for th e purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to th e earnings m ade w holly w ithin th is State, 
all railroads operated as one system shall be 
treated as one road. O ne-third oi the tax paid 
by corporations or persons ow ning or operating 
railroads u n d er th e provisions of th is section 
shall liecome p art of tne General F und of this 
State, and tw o th ir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county or counties in w hich said rai road is 
situated, in proportion to the length of the rail­ 
road onerated in th e several counties. For the 
purposes o f th is section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated as a county.

End of Indian tíostiü lleg. 
W asiiikgt 'N, September 8ib.— 11 is be­ 
lieved nttlie W ar D epartm ent that the cap­ 
ture of Gerónimo has practically put an 
end to Indian hostilities in this country at 
present, at least there is no active hostility 
throughout the broad, wide West. 
An 
arm y officer to-duy said that it depended 
on the conduct of the white?, and liow the 
Indians were treated by theagents, w hether 
ihe-rc would be any further trouble. If the 
Indians were treated properly they would 
probably ail remain quiet. The capture of 
Gerónimo clears the horizon of hostiles. 
The Indians most likely to give trouble 
now are the I’ncompahgrcs in the m oun­ 
tains of Colorado and those in the wilds of 
W ashington Teiritory. These are not par­ 
ticularly savage, but they are in regions 
where it is easy for them to hide away. No 
dispatches were 
received 
from General 
Miles to-day. and nothing cun yet be learned 
us to what will probably be done with Ge­ 
rónimo and his b an j, now that they are 
captured.

Com plaints of .Mexican O u t r a g e s . 
A ustin (.Texas), September Nth.—The 
action of Governor Ireland in the Arresuris 
case is bringing to public attention other 
Mexican outrages upon American citizens. 
T he complaint comes from J. I!. Wood and 
L. 11. Gaskell. who allege in substance that 
in August, 1885, they were arrested by 
Mexicans on the Logoano Ranch, in Lower 
California (Mexico), on account of the sud­ 
den disappearance of J. II. Hanson, their 
friend, who employed them lo m ind his 
cattle, and who, they say, went to San 
Francisco and did not return at the tim e of 
com plainants’ arrest. The Mexicans, they 
say, began to sell, kill and eat the H anson 
cattle. One M exican evcp claimed H an­ 
son’s property. It is alleged these Mexi­ 
cans doubtless know what has become of 
Hanson, wlio has liad much trouble and 
been imprisoned for the purpose, it is as­ 
serted, of extorting money from him . The 
Mexicans had shot at him several times, 
and unto wounded him severely. 
The 
complainants apprehend that the object of 
their arrest was to convict them ot Han- 
-on’s ruurder. 
Tho Mexicans tried to 
frighten them so as to make them break 
jail and ¡lee the country, but they would 
not frighten, and are still in jail. Com­ 
plainants say: ' We have been held one 
year and fifteen days, for no other reason 
than speculative purposes on the part of 
thieving Mexicans. 
We have written to 
our Consul at La I’az, and got two or three 
letters from hint when we first came down 
here, but he will not answer our letters 
any more, and the Courts have done noth­ 
ing in our case.” 
The complaint covere 
fifteen pages of foolscap paper, relating the 
action of the Mexican Courts, the harsh 
treatm ent in ¡ails and taunts of the Mexi­ 
cans. H anson left $50,000 worth of prop­ 
erty in Mexico. Governor Ireland, in a 
reply, states that he is glad to get this state­ 
ment, but that the complaiuants should 
appeal to the State Department, through 
the Governor of California, in which Stave 
they claim a legal residence.

M essage from tho P resident R egarding A lexander Issu es an Address to the Peo- 
the D isposition or the H ostiles. 
[By Telegraph.1 
San F rancisco, September Sth.—General 
O. O. Howard, com m anding the Division 
of the Pacific, received a dispatch from 
President Cleveland to-day, through the 
W ar Department, expressing great pleasure 
at the satisfactory' term ination of 
the 
Apache campaign. He also received a dis­ 
patch from Lieutenant-General Sheridan 
directing that the Apache 
and W arm 
Spring tribes be sent im m ediately to Fort 
M arion, in Florida, w ith the exception of 
Gerónimo aud the hostiles recently eap- 
tu rel. The latter will be taken to Fort 
Bowie, where they will be confined under 
close guard until the Government shall de­ 
term ine what shall be done witb them . It 
is understood, however, that Gerónimo and 
the other hostiles will be tried by military' 
commission at that place. 
They will not 
bo turned over to the civil authorities, as 
the District Attorney claims to be unable 
to procure 
positive evidence. 
General 
How ard gives it as his opinion that to save 
their necks some of the hostiles will turn 
State's evidence, as was the case with the 
Modoc m urderers. In a dispatch to Gen­ 
eral Howard, General Miles states that 
Gerónimo confessed to him th at he had 
done great wrong, but claimed that lie had 
been driven to it by Chatto and other In ­ 
dians. 
General Miles’ recom mendation to the 
Governm ent was that the Apache tribe be 
taken to Fort Leavenworth and the W arm 
Springs to Fort Riley in Kansas but for 
some reason this was not approved of. and 
they have all been ordered to Florida. 
T he Apaches at Fort Apache will start to­ 
morrow for their new home, while Geró­ 
nim o will he liunicd lo Fort Bowie, and 
not to F ort Union as lias been erroneously 
reported. 
ON TIIEIR WAV TO FLORIDA. 
T ci-son (Arizona), September sth.—Geró­ 
nim o and his entire band of hostiles 
were put on board of a special train this 
afternoon at Bowie station, and^sent to 
Florida. The Indians were put in a box­ 
car witb the doors locked, w ith .orders that 
no stop be made until the train reaches 
San Antonio, Texas. 
Tne excitem ent and enthusiasm still pre­ 
vails among the people, who can hardly 
realize the great deliverance. Resolutions 
are still being passed at different points of 
the Territory, comm ending the President.

W ednesday being the anniversary of the 
defense of the Castle of Chapultepeo during 
the Mexican war, solemn memorial serv­ 
ices commemorative of the valor of the 
cadets who fell there were held at Chapul- 
tepec. 
The President, Cabinet and the 
highest officials of the an u y and civil serv­ 
ice were present. Services were also held at 
all the churches. 
A cable dispatch speaks of a liail-storm, 
accompanied by a high wind, which re­ 
cently prevailed in Paris and its environs. 
The tempest was most severe in the sub­ 
urbs, where it destroyed trees, fruit and 
vegetables. Large trees were torn to shreds 
by the hail. T he loss to glass and gardens 
is estimated at $1,000,000.

should let them know of this winterless 
land, whose production is adjusted to two 
seasons only, sum m er and spring, and 
where the certainties of -agriculture are 
greater than any where else in the world. 
The present exhibition would have been 
a good one for purposes of inspection, for 
under the 1’residency of Mr. Carr our fair 
has reached a higli degree of excellence, 
but other years will be as generous in the 
varied fruits of the earth and as stim ulative 
of enterprise, and so we subm it to the 
Directors and to tlie State, the proposition 
that we induce an excursion. 
Some of our special products have been 
shown in the East. Enterprising southern 
California has successfully conducted a 
citrus exhibition at Chicago, but the im ­ 
pression. while excellent, is not equal to 
that which will follow a general exhibit of 
all our resources.

Constantinople, September Stb. — The 
l’orte lias sent a note io the Powers pray­ 
ing them to prevent the foreign m ilitary 
occupation of Bulgaria. Turkey has au­ 
thorized the Ottoman Bank to issue a loan 
of 500,000 T urkish pounds, half payable 
directly and the rem ainder in installm ents. 
V ienna,Septem ber 8th.—The A'tite I-'rcic 
Preste sa y s: J’rince Alexander, yesterday, 
when delivering bis farewell address to bis 
officers and inform ing them of the urgent 
necessity he was under to leave Bulgaria, 
said : " If my departure is not forever, it is 
until the National Assembly of Bulgaria 
decides the question.” 
Constantinople, Septem ber Sth.—Dele­ 
gates here believe that the Bulgaria Na­ 
tional Assembly will re-elect Alexander. 
Constantinople, September 8th.—In the 
definite abdication cf Prince Alexander, 
T urkish and Russian Commissioners will 
be appointed to form a provisional govern­ 
m ent to conduct Bulgarian affairs pending 
the election by the National Assembly of a 
new ruler. The Porte has formally de­ 
clared that Turkey will never consent to 
any proposal, contingent or otherwise, that 
Russia shall occupy Bulgaria, Eastern Rou- 
melia or any part of Turkey. 
Sofia, September 8th.—Prince A lexander 
lias signed the decree of abdication, and has 
departed from Sofia. 
Sofia, September Btli,—A compact mass 
of people witnessed A lexander’s departure 
from tlie palace, and thousands lined the 
route taken by hint through the town. 
The Prince stood up in liis carriage, bow­ 
ing to the people, and saying “ Good-by, 
m y brethren.” T he populace was much 
affected. 
Tears sprang to m any eyes, and 
hearty wishes were expressed 
for the 
Prince’s speedy return. Prince A lexander 
will go first to Lompulanki. A manifesto 
was 
issued 
by 
A lexander 
prior 
to 
his departure. 
It says: 
“ We, Alexander, 
Prince of Bulgaria, being convinced that 
our departure will contribute to Bulgaria's 
liberation, having received assurance from 
the Czar that the independence, liberty and 
rights of our country shall rem ain intact, 
and that nobody shall interfere witb its in­ 
ternal affairs, inform our beloved people 
that we renounce the throne, wishing to 
prove how dear io us are the interests of 
Bulgaria, for which w e a rs willing to sac­ 
rifice that which is m ore precious to us 
than life.” 
After expressing his affection 
for his subjects, and his heartfelt gratituiie 
for their devotion, he says lie will pray to 
God to shield and prosper the country, 
lie concludes by asking the people to obey 
the Regency and Ministry, to the end that 
order and peace m ay be preserved.
